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HAJMASKER, Hungary — The first of 
nearly 50,000 Soviet troops stationed in 
Hungary left for home today, two days 
after Moscow and Budapest signed an 
agreement on the total withdrawal of Red 
Army soldiers by mid-1991. 

The withdrawal began near the town of 
Hajmasker, about 75 miles southwest of 
Budapest, with the pullout of a battalion 
comprised of 300 soldiers and 40 armored . 
personnel carriers. 

Hungary on Saturday became the 
second Warsaw Pact country to negotiate 
a full Soviet withdrawal from its territory. 

Last month, Prague and Moscow agreed 
that the Kremlin would bring home all of 
its 73,500 Soviet troops stationed in 
Czechoslovakia. The pullout there began 
Feb. 26. 

The withdrawals from both countries 
are due to be completed by June 30,1991 
and a total of 123,200 Soviet troops are 
scheduled to be removed. 
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Three people were killed and 
about two dozen injured this 
morning in a chain-reaction acci¬ 
dent involving 45 vehicles on 
Green Bays fog-bound Tower 
Drive Bridge. 

The bridge was closed immedi¬ 
ately after the accident, which 
was reported about 6:55 a.m.

MADISON — The state Court of Ap¬ 
peals today upheld the conviction of Jer¬ 
ald D. Newman on 18 felony charges relat¬ 
ed to securities fraud. 

The anneals court rejected niimomMc ?r- 

guments presented by Newman for over¬ 
turning the conviction. 

Newman was convicted of the securities 
fraud-related charges in August 1987 after 
a 19-day trial before Waupaca County 
Judge Philip Kirk. Kirk sentenced New¬ 
man in October 1987. 

The charges against Newman ranged 
from securities fraud to perjury. They 
stemmed from operation of his diversified 
investment firm. Newman Companies Inc. 
of Green Bay. 

The charges covered the period begin¬ 
ning in January 1982 and ending in Octo¬ 
ber 1984, when Newman Companies filed 
for bankruptcy, defaulting on about $8.5 
million in corporate notes and a $1 million 
deficiency in a mortgage note program. 
According to court records. Newman al- 
B-3 I l e g e( My misrepresented his company as 


profitable when it was losing hundreds of 
thousand of dollars each year and was 
only able to honor the notes as they be¬ 
came due by the sale of additional notes to 
new investors. 

In his appeal, Newman argued that the 
Legislature’s designation of an exemption 
an ainrmaiive defense against viola¬ 
tions of securities law unconstitutionally 
shifted the burden of proof from the state 
to him. 

He also said he was unconstitutionally 
denied the assistance of counsel, that the 
court erred by permitting the amendment 
of information during the trial and that 
the court erred by concluding that no spe¬ 
cific intent was required to violate the se¬ 
curities law. 

The appeals court rejected each of the 
arguments made by Newman. 

The court rejected Newman’s claim that 
the court erred by permitting the prosecu¬ 
tion to amend the charges against New¬ 
man from "party-to-the-crime ’ to principal 
violations. 

The appeals court also said Newman’s 
allegation that he was improperly denied 
legal counsel was without merit.

Minutes after Darrell Wise of Green Bay 
left his shift on a Procter & Gamble paper¬ 
making machine Monday morning, he was 
pounding frantically to break the wind¬ 
shield of his car as vehicles exploded into 
flames around him.
